Thus much as 
regards the working miner, and there should be, and we hope is, a 
natural sympathy existing between the operative miner and amelser, 
as, without the labours of the former, the services of the latter would 
not be required. 

The next class is that of the mine adventurer. It roust, we think, 
be manifest to the miner and emelter, that, without a mine be worked 
to profit, or with a prospect of such being the result, neither the 
one or other can expect employment. We need not, then, dilate 
on the interrets or the importance of the question to the mine ad- 
venturer, inasmuch that hus interests are coequal with those of the 
working roiner and emelter— although a strong line of demarcation 
is to be drawn as regards the proprietors of senelting-works. 

We now arrive at our third class, which is that of the smelter or 
merchant. ‘That the smelting of copper is confined to half-a-dosen 
houses is notorious, while the eon portion of the work may be 
said to be executed by two. We refer to the establishments of 
Messrs. Vivian and Sons, and those of the Messrs, Wictsame, 
the weekly make at which we believe is equal (or was so on our 
last Vieit to Swansea) to some 220 or 230 tons of merchantable cop- 
per—thus taking 2000 to 2500 tons of ore, and using 3000 
to 4000 tone of coal in the operation e need hardly say that a 
large proportion of the operatives are employed at these works.
